one or more of said indicia of said plurality of media files identified by a 
selected one of said playiists. 

34. (New) The method of claim 7, further comprising: 

determining media content other than said media content corresponding to 
said one or more media files for said user to experience while 
waiting for said user input. 

35. (New) The system of claim 12, wherein said one or more servers are further 

configured to: 

determine media content other than said media content corresponding to 
said one or more media files for said user to experience while 
wailing for said user input 

36. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 17, wherein the computer code 

further comprises computer code to configure one or more processors to: 
determine media content other than said media content corresponding to 

said one or more media files foT said user to experience while 

waiting for said user input. 
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
